2. The syllabus for the examination will be as

English Essay — An essay to be written in English on 
one of the several specified subjects.

English passages wili usually be set for summary or 
precis. Candidates will also be required to draft letters, 
memoranda etc., making an intelligent use of given 
matter.

General Administrative Knowledge and Procedure and 
Practice in the Secretariat and included Attached 
Offices— The paper will be designed to test the methods 
and procedure of work in the Secretariat and Attached 
Offices including procedure in cases requiring Cabinet’s 
orders. 

Note— Some guidance on the subject can be obtained 
from (i) The compilation ‘Instructions on Office 
Procedure etc.’ issued by the Secretariat Train- 
ing School and (ii) Manual of Office Procedure 
current at the time of Notification. 
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3. All question papers must be answered in English. 

4. Candidates must write the papers in their own hand. 
In no circumstances will they be allowed the help of an 
amanuensis (scribe) to write down answers for them.
